The committee as it stands 
now has 46 members on its 
board of directors, and many 
others—possibly as many as 100 
—are expected to be named to 
a board of advisers. 

Thirty-six of the 46 directors 
are from governmental agencies 
which will participate in ad¬ 


ministration of the program. 

The other 10, not yet named, 
will be installed on an at-large 
basis. They will represent the 
Council of Social Planning of 
Alameda County, the Central 
Labor Council, the Alameda 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
Mexican-American Unity Coun¬ 
cil, the Alameda County Negro 
Leadership Council, the Ala¬ 
meda County Human Relations 
Commission, three members se¬ 
lected by the Advisory com¬ 
mittee, and a representative of 
parochial schools.

The F.rnnnmir Qnnortunitv 
Agency of Alameda County is 
the new super agency commis¬ 
sioned to coordinate federal War 
on Poverty programs in the 
county. 

A joint powers agreement cre¬ 
ating the agency has been 
signed by nine cities, 23 school 
districts, two park districts, the 
county and the State of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Representatives of each of 
the agencies met in an organi¬ 


zational session in the Alamecl 
County Administration Buildin 
yesterday afternoon. 

Acceptance of Jeffrey as exec 
utive secretary was unanimous. 
He will continue to serve as 
chief administrative officer of 
the Youth Opportunities Board 
He is presently paid $11,400 a 
year by the county government 
in that capacity. His salary will 
remain unchanged. 

County Supervisor Robert Han¬ 
non, acting chairman of the Ec¬ 
onomic Opportunity Agency, 
said it’s hoped that Jeffrey’s 
salary will eventually be reim¬ 
bursed by federal War on Pov¬ 
erty grants. 

In other action agency mem¬ 
bers agreed that each govern¬ 
mental unit involved in the 
agency will be allotted a seat on 
the board of directors.

directors, three representatives 
from cities, three from school 
districts, three members of the 
citizens’ committee, the repre¬ 
sentatives of the county, state, 
Council of Social Planning, Cen¬ 
tral Labor Council and one di¬ 
rector elected at large to the 
executive committee. 

City representatives to the ex¬ 
ecutive committee are to be 
named by the Alameda County 
Mayors’ Conference. School rep¬ 
resentatives are to be chosen by 
the Alameda County School 
Boards Association. 

Hannon was authorized to ap¬ 
point a temporay chairman of 
the proposed citizens’ commit¬ 
tee. The temporay chairman will 
help form the citizens’ commit¬ 
tee. It is to include representa¬ 
tives of community groups which 
will be receiving War on Pov¬ 
erty funds.

The council decided last night 
to recruit some of the city’s 
technically trained personnel 
for this jmkat ter an appear- 
a representative of the 
A(^ieda_Courity Economic 
portumtj^Agency. 

-TtrtTlsthe agency appointed 
to coordinate all War on Poverty 
activities within the county. 

The council has asked the 
city attorney’s staff to draw up 
an agreement which would en¬ 
able the appointment of person¬ 
nel to the agency. 

In other actio, the council 
suggested that the manufacturer 
of a litter can with a disposable 
lining provide the city with a 
sample. 

Representatives of the Pied¬ 
mont Garden Club appeared to 
urge the council to obtain the 
receptacles. 

The council suggested that a 
sample can could be placed on a 
busy downtown streeet for a 
trial period to test its effective- 
1 ness. 

An 800 bid for new steps at 
the city swimming pool on Mag¬ 
nolia Avenue between Bonita 
and Hillside Avenues was ac¬ 
cepted. 

The council also accepted a 
$*2,000 bid for redevelopment 
and beautification of Cherry 
Walk in Piedmont Public Park, 
and a $12,799 bid for a storm 
sewer on Artuna Avenue.

Bureaucracy 
Called Top 


HffriB nw - 
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Federally financed War on 
Poverty programs in Alameda 
County were described today as 
“creating more jobs for bu¬ 
reaucracy than to relieve pov¬ 
erty.” _ _ 

Theanti-poverty effort was 
criticized broadly’ before the 
Alameda Countv>Board of Su¬ 
pervisor as being sloppily run 
,and at too high a cost. 

^Francis Jeffrey, executive 
secretary of the county’s , Eco-^ 
nomic Opportun ities — Agency, 
"admitted to tne board that his 
agency is not successfully doing 
what it was set up to do- 
coordinate various local pro¬ 
grams. 

FIVE GROUPS 
He said five different “com¬ 
munity action groups,” in Oak¬ 
land. Berkeley, Fremont, Hay¬ 
ward and Livermore, are indi¬ 
vidually doing their own plan¬ 
ning, with no over-all agency 
supervising or coordinating the 
job. 

Jeffrey, making a periodic re¬ 
port to the board, said he will 
ask the state to ask federal offi¬ 
cials to require more over-all 
coordination in such programs 
to avoid further “fragmenta¬ 
tion.’*

$3 million will be spent in Ala¬ 
meda County this year on anti¬ 
poverty programs, plus the $13.5 
million which will be spent over 
a two-year period in the Job 
Corps training program at Camp 
Parks. 

Supervisor Emanuel Razeto 
noted that the five community 
action groups have their own 
staffs. 

“It seems like we’re creat¬ 
ing more jobs for bureaucacy 
than to relieve poverty,” he 
said. “It doesn’t trickle down to 
the poor people.” 

TOO MANY GENERALS’ 
Supervisor Leland Sweeney 
said there were “too many gen¬ 
erals. “Everybody’s running to 
the money grab-bag.” 

Joining in on the general crit¬ 
icism of the anti-poverty effort. 
Supervisor Kent D. Pursel said 
some $80 million will be spent 
in the county this year, “pre¬ 
sumably to help people.” 

He included a $l-million Ford 
Foundation grant, the United 
Bay Area Crusade and the coun¬ 
ty’s $65-million welfare budget, 
along with the federal aid. 

‘ These are well-intentioned 
people who never had so much 
money before,” he said. “They 
seem to be groping, searching 
for ways to spend money.”

Acosta, a native of El Paso, 
Texas, was administrative as¬ 
sistant to Ontiveros in the 
Tri-Cities Community Action 
Program and has held that 
position since last year. 

Prior to coming to Fremont 
he was field representative 
and training coordinator for 
the Sacramento Community 
Welfare Council. 

Directors of the organiza¬ 
tion have not set his salary 
but the range for the position 

Js $12,000 to $14,400 a year. 

The board asked for a post¬ 
ponement of a meeting sched¬ 
uled by the county board of 
supervisors for Aug. 6 which 
was called to consider the for¬ 
mation of a new delegate 
agency to administer the pov¬ 
erty program in Southern 
Alameda County. 

Directors of the poverty unit 
asked that the meeting be 
postponed until studies can be 
completed on the possibility of 
establishing “target area 
boards.’’ 

These boards would be set 
up in Hayward, Livermore 
and Pleasanton to administer 
the poverty programs in the 
individual communities but 
would be responsible to the 
Southern Alameda County 
Community Action Agency. 

At the same time the direc¬ 
tors are seeking local control 
of the neighborhood Youth 
Corps program and want to 
take over the responsibility of 
administering the $670,000 
grant which is now adminis¬ 
tered by the county through 
the human relations commis- 
sion and the supervisors.

(OEDCI) and similar 
groups in Berkeley and South¬ 
ern Alameda County, adminis¬ 
ter $3.6 million annually in 
training and job programs for 
the poverty areas. 

Members of the OEDCI. the 
Black Caucus, a C h i c a n o 
group from south county and 
others told the supervisors in 
plain talk that they'd better 
get involved or the whole 
county might go up ui flames. 

The Department of Labor 


recently designated the county 
as a “community program 
area" and asked the county to 
provide leadership in the 
OEDCI program which has 
been bogged down in a power 
struggle over its control for 
many months. 

OEDCI Direct o r Percy 
Moore told supervisors that he 
would rather that the OEDCI 
be named the chief poverty 
agency in the county. 

Barring that, he said, Iip 
was willing to have Ihe counly 
provide leadership in coordi¬ 
nating the activities of OEDCf 


pd the sister groups in 
rkelev sind South County. 
Moore wanted the county to
